Iu ehort, Prince Couzs and his 
sobjeots aud the territories they inusbit aro elementa in the irro- 
pr:ssible Eastern question. Neither Germsny, nor Russia, nor 
Purkey, nor Western Europo саа bo absolutely indifferent to what 
is doro by tào mixed people who hold the mouths of the Danube. 
Perhaps there would be little difficulty in the matter if the great 
Powers would leave them alone, and content themselves with 
insieting on the freedom of trade and navigation in the great river 
Bat, пзагроііў, the slightost stir ia those regions aote like an 
ele:trio shock on tho groat Powers. The tendency of revolutions 
in Lucharest із to xo; armies in motion. For some time we have 
heard of tha avsombling of Rassian troops on tho Galliciau 
froctior. Now we hear, from Brody, that Russian staff officers 
aro surveying the Pruth, as if they were not as familiar with 
every ford and point of pressga in its whole course ва we аге 
with those of the Thames. We мө also told that Austria 
hes found it needful to reinforce the frontier garrisons, that 
the authorities сі Servis are on the alert, and zo doubt, 
slihough the telegraph has not yet told us about it, there is 
some stir in tha Turkish camps and garrisons of Balgaris 
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| ала Ропшейа. It is becauso internal movemonis іп Roumania 


have these effects upon the military forces of neighbouring Powers 
that thoy aro important to the general welfare. But would it not 
bə better io be less sensitive to the doings of the Roumanians ? 
Тову bave got tho unity for which they sighed. It was they who 
elected John Alexander Couza to bo their Hospodar. It was they 
who, the other day, at his request, changed the entire constitution 
ofthe State. It is they who, acting through the bodies created 
under Couza’s institutions, have set him aside by making him pri- 
soner and forcing him to abdicate. We are told that this is a 
military revolution, and some soldiers кееш to have had а hand in 
it. During the recent absence о: the Prince а similar attempt waa 
made, but it failed; yet now, he being there, it has succeeded. 
Would it not be best to leave these people alone—leave them to re- 
solvo their internal troubles in their own way, providing always 
that they do not damage the common interests of all Магоре, which, 
во far єв they are common, are mainly interests of trade and com- 
morce? No doubt they will find some difficulty in getting any re- 
ep:cisble gentleman to undertake the thankless task ої raling іп 
Bucharest. Their first effort in that line hae not been crowned 
with success, the sensiblo Oount of Flaudors declining the proffered 
honour, as well ho might with the example of Greece before him. 
Ах the inherent obstaclos are inoressed by the jealousies of the 
groat Powers. Во long as every disturbance in the valley of the 
Lower Danube causes staff officers to gallop, and divisions or 
brigades to assemble, and garrisons to be reinforced, these dis- 
turbances will ba а source of more or less danger. Тһе way to 
avoil it would be to keep the staff officers quiet, and leave the 
brigades and Civisions to fulfil their ordinary duties. Bat that is 
never the way that is followed upon the breaking out of tur- 
bulerce in the frontier lande of Turkey. Happily the case of 
the Danubian Principalities is provided for in the Treaty of 
Paris. Should interference become necessary, there is an 
express provision affecting the mode in which it is to bo 
accomplished. By Article 22 of that tresty the Principalities ara 
placed under the guarantee of the contracting Powers, for the pur- 
роза of preserving to those States the privileges and immunities 
But “по exclusive protection 
shell bo exercised over them by any of the guaranteeing Powers. 
There shall bo no separate right of interfering in their internal 
абата” And by Article 27, і. ia expre sly stipulated that “if the 
internal iraequülity cf the Prinoipalities Should bə mensoed or 
compromised, the Bublina Porte shall come to an understanding 
with the other contrao.lug Powers in regard to the measures to 
bo taken for mainiaining or re-establishing legal order. No 
armed intervention сап take place without previous agreement 
between those Powers.” Stipulations clearer or more express 
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than these could not be framed. Henco it follows that if there 
is to be any intervention, it must take place after “legal order " 
bas been menaced or compromised. At present there does not 
appesr to hava been апу such compromising of legal order, for 
the change effected hag besn done with the consent, or at least 
with the essent, of the legal representatives of the country. ‘Ihe 
very bodies called into existonce by the Prince have set bim 
aside. Should it, however, appear that interference ів necessary 
or expediont, then the Sublime Porte is to come to an agreement 
with the other guaranteeing Powers in regard to the measures ii 
may be desirable to take. The treaty, it will һө seen expressly 
states that “there shall be no separste right of interfering іп the 
affairs of these Principalities;” and again, that * no armed inter- 
vention can take placo without previous agreement” between the 
contracting Powers. 16 is usefal to remember these stipulations, 
now not quite ten years old, when we hear of the hard riding of 
staff officers, the march of large bodies of troops, and the in- 
crease of garrisons. If Turkey is content that the Roumanians 
should work out their own troublesome problems in their own 
way, may others not be content also? Of course wo sre, at pre- 
sent, like the rest of the world, somewhat in the dark as to tbe 
scope вод intentions of the recent movements at Bacharest, but, 
whatever thoy may be, there are the stipulations of 1856 to 
guide the action of the guaranteeing Powers.

А DEPUTATION to the President of the Board of Trads on the 1028 
of life and property by shipwreck arrests tho attention at опоо, aad 
calls up many considerations of the deepcat importance. Ав loog 
as ships go to sea there will be shipwrecks, and upon our own in- 
hospitable coast we must look for them with every storm that 
blows. Notwithstanding the noble efforts of the lile-boata and 
their crews, hundreds of vessels of all descriptions and handreda of 
lives are logt every year; and though upon our cosats the dangers 
both of land and water conspire to produce this lamentable result, 
we cannot doubt thet considerable portion of it should in jastice 
bo attributed to the үөзгеіз themselves and io the men who nsvi- 
gate them. Upon the latter point we have the tostimony of R:ar- 
Admiral Bir Edward Belcher, that ono of the greatest evils of the 
mercaniile marine is the practice of entering seamen аз “able” 
who, he seye, would not be accepted in the most inferior ospacity 
in the royal navy. 1% is on board ship as it is everywhere olse, 
more work and better work will bo done by а few skilful 
hands than by а orowd of half-traincd msa. Bui on 
land it ів, for (Ше most part, only tho work that is 
spoiled by ignorant workmen. Oa board ship there is much more 
at stake. Ship, cargo, passengers, and crew, all dopend for their 
safety on the clear and cool bead which guides, aud in the expe- 
rienced hands which execute his orders. If the head ів not cooland 
clear, or if the hands аге Lunglers, the want ої theae qualities, and 
their value, will spoedily be apparent when danger sets in. ‘Sho 
statistics of the Board of “таге show that while three oat of every 
four of the masters of ships have undergone examiuations aud ob* 
tained certifioates of competency, five out of віх of the masters of 
vessels that are lost аге men who have not been examined, aud 
therefore have no certificates, So much for masters and crows. Ав 
to the ships themselves, if so fine а vessel, orly a fow months 
launched, as the London, was tumbling iu ісе Bay of Ві озу, in- 
capable even long before the water had broken izio hcr engine- 
rooms of rising upon the wave—valy в littla loss а log upon the 
water than alter that disastrous event—we шву reasonably oonclude 
that the number of ships sent to ses in a state stil! more unfit is 
very great. In pressing the request for а roya! commission 
of inquiry into the condition of the mercantile marire, Mr. Edwin 
Chadwick maintained that the great mass of casualties at sea wero 
referable either to ignorance, neglect of charta, 1027, and other groas 
defaults, He ehowed that they were in the main preventible, by 
citing the instance of the North British Royal Май Compsay, which 
included the Ounard line, and which, during twenty-five years’ 
navigation amid the fogs, ioeberge, and fishing borts of Newfound- 
land, had not lost в single passenger through avy cefault of the 
company or of its officers. In the same way the Peninsular and 
Oriental Company has carried upwards of 259,000 passengers with- 
out losing one, except in tho Oaloutts cyclone, in which they lost 
sixteen. It is very important that we should ask the question, 
How is it that other companies and firms cannot сыту their 

gers with equal safety? Has insurance anything to do with 
jt? Sir E. Belcher says that во long as insurance covered the 
vessel and cargo no extraordinary exertion could be hoped for from 
the captain and crew.

But һө was destived to find bis victor at last, and 
though not fearing the eun, it was from Рі св Apolio, the solar 
god, that he reocived his deatb-wound. In nonour of this victory 
of the sun over the serpent, of all-powerful light over highly- 
powerful darkness, tbe Pythian games were estadlished; and the 
glorious combat of Apollo and ihe dragon has become one of the 
tavourite subjects of great painters and great рогів.

Ixcentous Fraup.—Georgo Essen, alias Herbort, alias Marshall, 
who said he is а book-maker, but decliced to give his addross, and 
Willem ОБагіее Allen, medica! assistant, of Friih-street, Soho, 
were brought up in custody of one of the warrant officers of the 
court, the former charged with obtaining the sum of £12 154 by 
false and fraudulent pretences, of Mr. Baker, a draper at Alford, 
Lincolnshire, and the latter with being concerned with him. Au 
extensive system of swindling has been for some time in operation, 
by which persons in various parts of tne country have been de- 
{rsu’ed by pretended losn offices in London, falte checks, appa- 
rently drawn upon respectable banks, being forwarded in sepsrate 
halves, and it ів alleged that forty or fif:y of these савез will bo 
brought home tc the prisoners. Ошу two of then? have яв yet 
been entered into. Towards the ead of last year an advertisement 
appeared in & Hall newspaper offering loans of money on personal 
security, application to be made to Onarles Herbert and Co, of 7, 
Herbert's-passage, Strand, London, W.O. Mr. Baker applied for в 
loan of £500, and, after some correspondence, received а reply that 
he might have the eum for eight years at five per cent, the amoant 
to ba repaid by eight iustelments of £62 104. One half of а оагск 
for £500 wae onclosed, and Mr. Baker was requested to retarn а 
ргоківвогу note for £25, the firat year’s intereat, and 103. for the 
bill etamp, or half that amount if more convenient. Mr. Baker 
sent a check for £12 15s. оп the Stamford, Bpslding, and Boston 
Banking Company. Не received а reply, enclosing the other half 
of the check drawn оп the London and Westminster Bank, West- 
minster branch, Bt. James's-street. Mr. Baker came to town, pre- 
sented the check, aud was told there was no account Acoom- 
panied by Mr. Manvers, the warrant-officer from Bow-street, he 
went to 7, Hoerberi’s-psssage, and found it е very poor place. 
A Mrs. Donovan, the wife of в labourer residing tbere, men- 
tioned that she had taken in letters for a Mr. Herbert, who 
called for them with а person she supposed to bo his 
brother. From further inquiries he found that some simi- 
lar frauds had been committed in the neighbourhood 
of York. А porson there had been induced to forward а post-office 
order, drawn upon the post-office in Holborn to в pretended loan 
society in West-sireet, Soho, who had agreed to advance him £50. 
After posting the letter containing the post-office order his sus- 
picions were aroused, and he consulted the postmaster st York, who 
at once pronounced the whole traneaction в swindle, and reserved 
the letter of advice, and forwarded the correspondence to the Post- 
office authorities. ‘The letters from Soto, signed Oharles Marshall, 
were in the same handwriting as those of * Herbert,” from Herbert's- 
passage. On inquiry at Frith-etreet Manvers found that the house 
at which the letters were received was в coffee-shop, and received 
from в little girl, the landlady's niece, a description of the two men 
who were in the habit of oslling for the letters, agreeing with thet 
given by Mre. Donovan. At the post-office іш Holborn he found 
that two men answering the same description had ropeateó!y called, 
demanding psyment of the post-office orders, which had been re- 
fused, as the advice had not been received. Ultimately, by crder of 
the London Post-offica authorities, tho advice was forwarded. Оа 
the day when it was received, Manvers, passing through Holborn 
on other duty (connected with the business of the court), sew Essen 
come out of the post-office with в woman, and recognising him by 
the description he had received, made inquiries cf the ров%-о ісе 
clerk, who informed him that she had jast paid the post-office order 
to the person in question. Upon thege facts Mr. Vaughan granted 
him a warrant. Next day Manvera n met Essen in Holborn 
with the same woman an "— him. On the way to the 
station, in obedience to & hint from Esaen, the woman slipped away. 
Manvers, after rq Begs to the station and locking him up, 
hurried to Frith-street, 
suspected that Essen had gent the woman. He followed up-stairs 
into а room where һе found Allen, with two other men and a woman. 
He apprehended Allen. Both prisoners were identified by lodgers 
atthe house in Herbert’s-buildings ав being the persons who used 
to receive letters from Mrs. Donovan. ‘Che latter refused to appear 
and give evidence, but Manvers took out 8 summons to segure 
her attendance ві the next examination.

EXTRAORDINARY FREAK OF А PAUPER.— Nicholas Welsh, sged

with disorderly and refractory conouot, and destroying property іп 
the Mile-end Old Town Workhouse, in the js rr ron ga ‘The 
prisoner had been chargeable to the hamlet at intervals for the last 
two years. On one occasion he committed & violent assault on a 
pauper, for which he was sentenced to twenty-one дауа” imprison- 
ment and hard labour. Оа the 18:h of the present month he was 
admitted ss в casual pauper into the ward set apart for casuals, but 
owing to his being sfilicted with illness he was allowed to remain 
in the workhouse, was treated with great kindness and considera- 
tion by the guardians, was restored to health, and provided with 
clothing to enable him to obtain employment. He was to have been 
discharged on Monday, and on that being communicated to him 
he becams very outrageous. He wanted to remain іп the work- 
house and lead а life of idlenese, and in return for the care that was 
taken of him he commenced early in the morning to fling the earthen- 
ware vessels іп his ward into the yard below; опе fell cloge to the 
feet of an aged invalid, who escaped miraculously. The prisoner 
was soon stopped in his work of destruction by Holmes, the porter 
of the house. The damage was estimated at 2s. 64. only. The 
prisoner said if he could not stop in the workhouse, he would go to 
prison. Mr. Paget said the prisoner was в most worthless and 
malicious fellow, who wanted to live on the industry of others. 
The ratepayers had to provide for such persons as the prisoner and 
other able-bodied paupers before they put а loaf into the mouths of 
their own children.

GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR THE WEEK. 

Гіомьв GARDEN.—Bhould the weather set in at all favourable 
for out-door work, no time should be lost in attending to all the 
details given for the past few weeks. Oontiaue to sow hardy 
annuals, and put in cuttings of bedding-out plants in pots. Harden 
out calceolarias. Look over the beds and patches where bulbs 
have been planted, and where necessary stir Ше surface of the soil. 
Shift climbers into larger pots, to get them resdy for planting 
out. Finish pianting herbaceous plants as soon аз postible. In- 
crease holiyhocks and dahlias by propegation. Stir the surface 
of the beds of pinks and радзіся, and give them в top dressing of 
rich compost. Give lawns а good rolling sfter rain, and let all fresh 
turfing be completed. Finish general alterations. 

Кітснех Ganpmw.—Make sdditionsl sowings of broad beans 
and peas. Bow cabbage, cauliflower, lettuce, radishes, Bootoh kale, 
savoys. Sow saleafy in drills, Plaut Jerusalem artichokes. Sow 
celery for general crop in в gentle heat. Plant horseradish. Bow 
seed ior early winter supply of Brussels sproats. Continue t- 
ing potatoes. Make freah 8 of rhubarb and sca-kale ut 
delay.

PARLIAMENTARY INTELLIGENCE. 


Іх the House of Lords, Lord Lifford having inquired whether i$ 
was the intention of Government to introdnoe а measure to provide 
for the sapport of the Roman Catholic clergy in Earl 
Russel! pointed ont the difference in the circamstances under which 
Mr. Pitt and Lord Castlereagh had expressed themselves favourable 
to such  measuse from those which existed at the present moment, 
and ssid he did not think that any scheme of the sort could now be 
adopted with advantage. Earl Grey, after expressing ап opinion 
thst the time for the proposal had gone by, gave notice that on the 
9ih of March he should move for а committeo of the whole house to 
consider the state of Ireland, and should therein propose resolutions 
expressing his view of the measures required to be taken. After 
some further discussion the subject dropped, and their lordships 
adjourned. 

In the House of Commons, в new writ was ordered, оп the mo- 
tion of Mr. Brand, for the election of а member for Richmond, fu 
the room of Mr. O. Dundas, deceased. On the order for going into 
committee of supply, Mr. White moved the resolutions following : 
— That the expenditure of the Government has of late years been 
exoessivo. ‘Chat it was and is now taken in great measure out of 
the earnings of the people, and forms in no small degree а deduo- 
tion from а scanty store, which is necessary to secure to thom & 
sufficiency, not of the comforts of life, but even of the prime neoss- 
saries of food, of clothing, of shelter, and of fuel" 4 That this 
house, whilst miadfal of its obligations to maintain the security 
of the country at home, and the protection of its in- 
terests abroad, is deeply impressed with the urgent ne- 
cessity of economy in every department о! the State, 
and is of opinion that по Admialstration ів desery- 
i of the confidence of this house and the country 
which shall not relieve the present burden of taxation on the йоге- 
presented and other classes, by making an early and large reduction 
of the Government expenditure." After some observations by Bir 
B. Northeote and Mr. Talig. the Cbancellor of the Exchequer rose 
and defended the estimates of the Government. While objecting to 
шеге yague and unsupported declarations like those of the hon.
